School districts in Letcher 


County will receive $413,692.64 


from the $26,212,500 common 
school per capita fund to be 
distributed among all school 
districts in Kentucky this 
year, according to Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction 
Wendell P. Butler. 

The sum represents $37.51 
for each person between six 
and eighteen years old living 
in the district. The per capita 
figure is slightly lower this 
year due to an overall increase 
in the state school census from 
687,731 to 698,759, while the 
fund for overall distribution 
on a per capita basis remains 
at the same level.

In reading the daily papers, 
it is believed from said read- 
ing that the Rabies Dog Vac- 
cination Law has been extend- 
ed throughout the Month of 
July, or until August Ist. 1 
feel this is due to the difficui- 
ty in getting Rabies Vaccine 
for so much of the time is past 
days. So we urge every Let- 
cher County Citizen owning 
or “harboring” a dog, to have 
said dog vaccinated NOW 
against this dreaded malady, 
where all die once Rabies set 
in. Failure to comply with 
this most important Law( 
(passed by recent Kentucky 
General Assembly) subjects 
you—the dog owner to a pen- 
altiy of a fine from $10.00 to 
$100.00 per day of said faii- 
ure. 

So be a civic-minded law- 
abiding citizen and get your 
dog vaccinated at once. It is 
understood that many are ad- 
ministering said vaccine for 
the citizens of Letcher Coun- 
ty, However, when the LAW 
gets underway, we have been 
informed, that NO ONE will 
be accepted to administer this 
Rabies Vaccine, but a duly 
Certified Licensed Veterinar- 
ian (a D.V.M. and licensed 
in Kentucky). From our let- 
ters, the closest one we find, 
is that of Middlesboro, Lon- 
don, Winchester and Ashland.

An examination of the cost 
of the 1954 General Assembly 
shows that to date $508,923.11 
has been spent. This figure 
does not include the cost cf 
certain items of printing whicn 
have not been completed. 

The breakdown of the pay- 
ments to the individual legis- 
lators shows that Senator 
Archie Craft of Letcher Coun- 
ty received a total of $2,561.50. 

The total amount is broken 
down as $61.50 for mileage, 
$50.00 for allowance in lieu of 
stationery, $600.00 allowance 
‘for expense and $1,850.00 per 
diem. Senator Craft was in 
attendance 32 days during the 
session which made his aver- 
age daily remuneration $80.05. 

The figures released today 
by the Kentucky Tax Research 
Association shows the break- 
down of the legisiative cost as 
follows: 

Rep. Harry M. Caudill — 
Mileage $60.90; Stationery 
$50.00; Expense allowance, 
$600.00; Per diem, $1,850.00; 
Total $2,560.90.

When these expenses are 
added to the amount paid the 
members of the General As- 
sembly, $353,332.40, the totai 
of the legislative cost to date 
is $508,923.11. The unpaid

Section 42 of the Kentucky 


Constitution specifies that the 
regular sessions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall be limited 
to 60 days, exclusive of Sun- 
days and holidays, every two 
years. Section 6.190 of the 
Kentucky Revised Statutes 
provides for per diem pay- 
ments of $25.00 to each of the 
members of the General As- 
senibly while in attendance at 
sessions. During the 154 ses- 
sions the members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly voted them- 
selves an additional expense 
allowance of $10.00 per day 
for sixty days. 

The legislature was in ses- 
sion only 46 days of the 60 
days authorized by the Con- 
stitution and many of the 
members were not present on 
all of these 46 days. In spile 
of the limitations contained 
in the Constitution and Sec- 
tion 6.190 of KRS, per diem 
was paid to each legislator for 
74 days. The odd amounts 
paid to members of the Sen- 
ate are caused by additional 
payments of $5.00 per day 
while the Senators were act- 
ing as presiding officer of 
that body. Additional pay- 
ments were made to 23 Sena- 
tors totalling $220.00 which 
was for 44 days.

The Com- 
mittee’s staff has been instruc- 
ted to draft the technical lang- 
uage for presentation to the 
Senate for action, 

The Committee action fol- 
lowed a series of comprehen- 
sive hearings on school facili- 
ties and needs held by the 
Subcommittee on Education, 
of which Senator Cooper is 
Chairman. According to Sen- 
ator Cooper, the Committee 
agreed to the inclusion of the 
following major provisions in 
the education bill: 

1. Federal assistance to be 
granted the States and terri- 
tories for a period of two 
years to aid in the construc- 
tion of public school facilities 
to relieve emergency situa- 
tions where existing facilities 
are inadequate. State and 
local authorities would match 
Federal funds according to a 
sliding scale based on ability 
to pay. 


2. The authorization of an 
appropriation of $250 million 
2 year for the two fiscal years 


Funds would be appor- 
d among the states ac- 
cording to a formula work- 
ed out by Senator Cooper, tak- 
into consideration the 
be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 17, as 
well as the per capita income 
in each state. 


The apportionment formula, 
‘Senator Cooper explained, is 
intended to provide greater 
proportionate assistance to 
states with low average in- 
come. “It is the basic purpose 
lof this bill,” he added, “to 
help poorer states raise their 
educational standards, because 
we believe that the Federal 
|Government has a fundament- 
'al responsibility to afford each 
|citizen the opportunity of a 
|sound education.”
